The I'routa of Feeding or Fattening Ant 


mala un Coru. 


The profits of feeding depend, ol 


course, upon the corn crop. 
Usually 


our corn crop is so abundant and so 
readily grown that a vast deal of corn 
feeding is injudiciously done, and much 
barm is done in consequence. 
Foi 


years wo have been teaching with con- 
siderable good efleet that feeding inucb 
corn is entirely out of place except to 
fattening animals. 
Corn produces fat, 


and so little of nnvlhing else, that il 
way be said that it produces nothing 
else. 
Jt makes little bone or ruuscl* 


and hence is cntirelj" unlit iu large 
quantities for growing animals or ani 
mals that an; not immediately intended 
for tlic butcher. \Vu presume that inorf 
S'cktie?-j among an.nials can be trari't.1 
to feeding loo much corn than all othei 
CJitiies together. 
According to tin 


verv prevalent system of breeding nnil 
feeding swino, the pit; is put on cort 
jusi a« .soon u-i ]>oss:blt!, and kept on i: 
uulil tiie anima! i<- sent to niai'K'ft ai 
tin; age of nine or ten months, or later 
if it live?, that Ions;.

A 
vast deal of our swine disease is caused 
by this utter neglect to lortify the am 
inal system by ;.u-operly deivloping it. 
And then the ryrse is often fed upoc 
corn voar in and year out. 
An anima 


that needs strength—and it can no, 
have this without a full development ol 
bone and muscle—is fed upon thai 
which gives no strength at all but pro- 
duces a condition which in itself 15 
really a disease. 
That is what exces- 


sive fut always is. And sooner or latet 
the horse is out of condition, s,ck, and 
perhaps dies alter a good round SUM 
has been expended for drugs and the 
attendance of the veterinarian. Stop 
leeding corn to such u, reckless extenl 
a«d an eUinient and cheap preventive 
aud remedy would bo obtained. 


With this warning Wb proceed in tin 


line of thought that we started out on, 
which is that the prohts ot feeding 01 
fattening animals depends ou our oorn 
crop. 'Ihe farmer who has not learned 
that the most profitable way to markui 
his corn is by turning il into meat, i< 
way behind the times, and .should rual;e 
it a point to ratt'h up with tho pro* es 
sion at once,. 
And yet, important as q 


good corn crop ,s f> the profits ot a 
farm, there is an astonishing amount 
of failure to grow as much corn a: 
might be grown it there was universal 
Iv more care taken with the crop. 
Jo 


the lirst place, a gre.it deal of our corn 
land is not tit iur the purpose. Mos 
of our prairie land is wet, and wet 
laud is no land lor corn. 
U is late ID 


getting iu condition in the spring, and 
hence the crop is retarded in its gi o\\ th 
and by the time it gets well under wuv 
drought is liuble to come, and the ro 
.suit K lailure. 
Every year that the 


owner of .such land fails to drain it h« 
invites disaster to his crop, and will 
probably grow but a partial crop. 
There la no step that the owner ol 
low, wet sround eau take that will p 
him so well as to proceed to drain such 
land. 
As some one has remarked, 


while n. mortgage upon the farm i 
usually to bo deplored, it is better tc 
mortgage tho farm to procure tile that 
it is to lot land that needs draining re 
main uudraiued. 


Our next cause of failure is poo. 


seed, and very much of that is the re- 
sult of carelessness in saving. 
Many a 


man pa\s no attention at all to hi- 
seed. lie gathers In.s coin and whec 
liu gets ready to plant ho goes to tin. 
crib and selects his seed corn; aud

such corn grows the farmer ought to 
be disappointed instead of being disap- 
pointed if it does not grow. 'J'ho life 
germ ot the corn is created while th« 
coin is soit and it is pretty likely to 
get mjimd it ;t is permitted to remain 
ou the atalk until after the frost attacks 
it,

Agricultural Societies lins sent out a 
notice that corn intended for seed 
should be permitted to remain ou the 
stalk until the stalk has been killed by 
the frost. 
If the people of his State 


follow that advice, by letting the corn 
remain until the frost is heavv enough 
to penetrate the husks, they will have 
abundant reason to make it lively in 
h's office whenever they sha'.l go to it 
after corn-planting next spring. At 
least there is a strong pj-obabditv in 
that direction. 
Seed corn, as has been 


stated over and over again by the vasl 
majority of practical writers, slionai 
lie selected while the corn is jet stand- 
ing in the held and before the frosb 
have killed the stalks. Take off the 
ears and hang them in a cool drv place 
and where tiiey may ha\o the benefit 
nt smoke. The heat from the lire will 
help to dry the corn and the iuiokt 
furnishes something of a protection. 
Under no 
consideration throw the 


corn into a heap or place it where it 
will not dry. 
\Ve need not say that 


such ears as }ou desire, to produce 
should be selected, for always remem- 
ber the general rule is that like produce 
like. 


A correspondent writes thathe would 


like a method to save seed corn in tha 
cvtb in large quantities. 
He linds diffi- 


culty. Of course the reason that tho 
corn spoils is that it docs not dry. 
Jf 


nil the corn was saved as we have ad- 
vised seed corn to be saved, it would 
not spoil. Is there not then a practical 
way to treat corn upon a largo scala 
pretty much as \\e would treat, seed 
corn ou a smaller scale? Wo tfiink 
there is. 
Construct a crib wholly of 


slats, sides and bottom. 
Construct a 


simple furnace, outside, ami conduct 
the smoke and heat through a pipe 
underneath tho crib. In this way both 
heat and smoke will go through the 
crib, drying and smoking the° corn. 
Coru that is heat dried willnever spoil 
It can not spoil, and if the plan that 
we suggest hero can be made perfect 
enough to thoroughly drv the crfrn, it 
will 
be 
absolutely safe. — Western 
Kural.
